Good idea 


U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger last week said 
something very important about American policy in the Middle 
East. Testifying before a congressional committee about ‘the 
proposed sale of six American C-130 Hercules cargo planes to 
Egypt, and commenting on the intense Israeli opposition to 
the deal, Mr. Kissinger said that the U.S. could not expect 
Israeli approval on all such deals, and further told ithe com- 
mittee : “We have to do what is in our national interest.” 


If the United States is moving to where it determines its 
Middle East policy according to the national interest of the 
United States, and not according to the pressure tactics of 
Zionist lobbies, then we raise our ihat to America and praise 
whoever in the Ford Administration has come up with the 
terrific idea of using one's national interest as the basis for 
one’s foreign policy. 

This kind of public statement from Kissinger will shatter 
the Israelis and their Washington lobbies. If the Kissinger 
statement is a true reieation of American sentiment, and a 
harbinger of American acts in the Middle East, it marks a 
shift to sanity and clarity and wisdom in U.S. Middle East 
policy that has been the missing link in ithe solution to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

If Kissinger is just saying these kinds of things to put 
pressure on Israel and scare the Israeli leaders, one waits to 
see what happens. 

But it is monumentally refreshing to hear that America’s 
national interest, and not Israeli non-policies, may henceforth 
provide the dictates upon which United States foreign policy 
is formulated.

The confused state of affairs in Lebanon after General 
Aziz A1 Ahdab Thursday declared himself "provisional mili- 
tary governor" of the country seems like the last thing that 
war-weary country needs. In fact, it may turn out to be just 
what the doctor ordered, in the sense that the move may 
finally force the major protagonists in the country to put their 
cards on the table and come to grips with the pervasive, para- 
lysing anarchy in the nation. 

It is not a pleasant sensation to stand by and watch 
Lebanon go through the harrowing, humiliating task of pro- 
ving once again that it is a stretch of land ruled by groups of 
private interests backed by private armies. 

The action by army officers led by General A1 Ahdab is 
novel because the army in Lebanon has a history of staying 
out of politics, as demonstrated during the past year. As the 
nation was bogged down in a destructive civil war, the army 
was kept out of the madness most of the time, for various 
reasons. When it was called into action, it was at the beckon- 
ing of clearly defined political factions, and not as a force 
representing all Lebanese that would come in and restore 
peace to the country. 

The latest action, more than anything else that has taken 
place there over the past year, will force a clearer definition ■ 
of the army’s role in Lebanon, and will also provide a measure 
of the true support that the country’s different political fac- 
tions enjoy among -the armed forces and the people. 

This is a painful path to take. But like nasty medicine, 
■this may be what the doctor ordered to isolate the germ and 
finally prescribe a lasting medicine for the nation’s ills. It is 
highly unlikely that the Lebanese people will emerge from 
this latest incident as they have traditionally emerged from 
past internal conflicts — wiith the famous Lebanese formula 
of no victor and no vanquished. The only trouble with this 
is that it has also always resulted in no solution. 

Now, with the president of ithe country under fire, the 
Lebanese find themselves at last in a spot they’ve always 
neatly avoided: they have to make some fundamental deci- 
sions about their political sysitem, the distribution of political 
and economic power in the country, the role of their army 
and the viability and wisdom of apportioning power and 
position according to the strength of private armies. 

It remains to be seen what will happen in the country. 
But this may be the start of a long overdue process in Leba- 
non, -that of self-examination and re-definition. The longer 
this is put off, the more difficult it will ultimately be.

In the 1950’s funds were 
made available to extend its 
educational work in developing 
countries and the Teaching of 
English Overseas Programme 
became a major Council task. 
The emphasis in all this was on 
advice to, and co-operation 
with, the national authorities 
and local educational institu- 
tions of the countries concern- 
ed. As well as direct teaching, 
great stress is put on the train- 
ing of teachers* of -English. 

The Council at home, in its 
20 area offices and London 
headquarters, is closely involv- 
ed with visitors, scholars and 
trainees from overseas. Coun- 
cil staff are recruited on global- 
ly transferable terms and the 
recruitment policy is directed 
towards the formation of a fl- 
exible and adaptable staff. 


Records from the record lib- 
rary can be listened to in com- 
fort in one of the individual 
booths. The latest magazines, 
newspapers and periodicals 
can be pored over at will in the 
reading room. 

Throughout the year, a well- 
planned programme of cultu- 
ral events, both British and 
Jordanian is produced which 
includes films, lectures by im- 
minent people in a variety of 
fields, art exhibitions, mainly 
by local artists, music and po- 
etry and performances by visit- 
ing companies. 


Last year, The New Shakes- 
peare Company produced Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream in the 
amphitheatre, which was an 
outstanding success. Diana Tho- 
rson, who played Titania in the 
production, said she had never 
enjoyed performing more than 
in the amphitheatre because 
of the response, excitement

The Royal Shakespeare Co- 
mpany were on a recent visit 
and The Scholars, a 5-person 
vocal group, hope to appear 
here in April. It is hoped to 
continue this trend of big cul- 
tural events as they have been 
so well received and the per- 
formers themselves want to 
come back. 


In the last 20 years the Co- 
uncil has become much bigger 
with greater resources at hand. 
It is active now in 75 countries 
and although 2/3 of its services 
are devoted to developing co- 
untries, its activity has incre- 
ased recently in W. Europe and 
more opportunities are now 
available for interchange bet- 
ween East and West. As well 
as being directly involved in 
the administration of educa- 
tional aid, the Council acts as 
the overseas arm for a num- 
ber of organisations, continu- 
ing to show British achieve- 
ment in the Arts with orches- 
tra and theatre company tours 
overseas, art, sculpture and
